Wid. sod Marked the 
Opening “of Congress, 


Supporters of Nationalists, Among 
Whom Were Many Negroes, 
Invaded the House and 
Befused To Be Ejected 
by Sergeant at Arms. 


Havana, April 4.—The scene in the house 
of representatives today was one of wild 
disorder. As a matter of fact there was 


| no formal opening of the house owing to 
inability to muster a quorum for the: rea- 


son that every nationalist member refus- 
ed to enter the chamber, the nationalists 


fearing that if the question of contested 


seats arose they would be outvoted by the 
condition lately arranged between the re- 
publicans and moderate liberals. 

The nationalists, however, came into 
the building accompanied by several hun- 
dred local followers who crowded into 
the audience part of the chamber and in- 
to the halls and streets adjoining, shout- 


ing ‘‘vivas’’ for the naflonalist party. The 
republicans and moderate liberals for the 
most part remained in their geats. 


During the confusion the speaker of 


the house who is a nationalist, not being 


present, the vice speaker called upon the 
sergeant at arms and the employees of 
the house to preserve order, but the 
crowd was too great to handle. 

Lionaz Castillo, a prominent nationalist, 
who was one of those elected, mounted 
the reporters’ table, and addressing the 
crowd, assured it that justice would be 
done and that the representatives who 
had been fraudulently declared elected, 
would never be permitted to take their 
seats. . 

In the crowd were many negroes, but 
the more intelligent of the race in Ha- 
Vana were not represented. 

Owing the the fact that there was no 
Session President Palma’s message to 
congress was not read in the house.

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Six Thousand Bales hTat Were 
Pledged to Corn Exchange Bank 
Glaimed by Company of 
Which Sully Is Pres- 
ident. 


New York, April 4.—The six thousand 
bales of cotton pledged to the Corn Ex- 
change bank by Daniel J. Sully has 
caused a dispute among the creditors of 
the Sully firm and today counsel for the 
Petitioners, the receivers and for Mr. 
Sully, appeared before Judge Holt, in 
the. United States district court, to ar- 
gue the case, as*to the disposition of 
the surplus, It was shown in the argu- 
ment that the, bank had sold all but 
1,800 bales of the 6,000 bales and has 
$62,000 in cash on hand. 
It was learned that after the order was 
signed some days ago for the sale of 
the cotton the firm of F. W. Reynolds & 
Co., of Providence, notified that bank 
that it was the owner of the cotton. To- 
day R. B. Comstock, a lawyer, of Prov- 
idence, appeared to represent the Rey- 
nolds firm, of which cempany Bully is 
President, and either: Sully, or his wife, 
the majority stockholders, 
The question then arose as to which 
firm had the right to represent the sur- 
plus. After hearing arguments, Judge 
Holt decided to refer the matter to Uni- 
ted States Commissioner Alexander, as 
referee, to take evidence. Commissivner 
Alexander will decide and report as to 
who can properly represent the Sully in- 
terests, It is probable that Sully, and 
possibly his wife, will be called as wit- 
nesses in the hearing which may begin 
tomorrow. 

Failure of Mack & Co. 
New York, April 4.—The brokerage 
firm.of W.' B. Mack & Co. has suspend- 
ed. The firm traded in cotton and had a 
stock exchange membership, It had a 
mercantile rating of from $125,000 to 
$200,000. The failure of Mack & Co. was 
announced on both the stock and cotton 
exchanges, The firm was formed in May, 
1901, and was composed of Willard B. 
Mack, Thomas 8S. Smith and Edward S. 
Long. 

The failure was not regarded as very 
important and it was reported that the 
firm will probably be able to resume 
business. It ig understood that Mack & 
Co. were creditors of D. J. Sully & Co. 
to the extent of $30,000 to $40,000. No 
assignee has yet been named. 

Later in the day W. B. Mack *& Co. 
made an asignment to Phillip J. Britt.

TOUCHED ON RAW 


ROOSEVELT AUTS 


President Angered by Army and 
~ Nay Journal Charge, 


Demands Paper’s Authority for the 
Statement That He Has Pro- 
tected Brother in Law in 
Case of the Collision of 
the Battle Ships.

Washington, Aggil 4.—(Special.)—Pres- 
ident Roosevelt today took a hand in the 
controversy which has grown out of the 
report upon the Missouri-lllinois collis- 
ion. He had a long conference with Sec- 
retary Moody, and it is understood the 
result will be a demand upon The Army 
and Navy Journa] for the authority for 
its atatement that telegrams were sent 
members of the court of inquiry before 
the finding and that these were designed 
to secure action favorable to Captain 
Cowles, of the Missouri. Secretary 
Moody, after today’s conference, said: 

‘“l have made a pretty careful inquiry 
as to the statements that have been 
published. This does not show that any 
one sent telegrams to the court of in- 
quiry. This much is certain: No such 
telegrams were sent from tha white 
house or from my office. I intend to 
continue the investigations, and quick 
and. positive action will be taken zhould 
it be found that this is the case. I 
intend to probe this matter to the bot- 
tom. It is the desire of both the pres- 
ident and myself that there shall be a 
most rigid investigation.’’ 

It will be noted that the secretary's 
statements refers to telegrams “To the 
court of inquiry.”’” The charge of The 
Army and Navy Journal was that they 
were sent to ‘a member” of that court. 
It is stated at the white house that 
the president has directed that nothing 
be left undone, because Captain Cowles 
is his brother in law. If it is ascer- 
taingd that influence was uged to pre- 
vent fair investigation and to shield 
Captain Cowles, the president, would 
direct that a court martidl is ordered, 
the facts will show to the discredit of 
Captain Cowles and compel severe pun- 
ishment of that officer. In navy depart- 
ment circles, as well as political, it Is 
Said that there are suggestiOns that a 
court martial would be the only satis- 
factory way out of the affair, but this 
is regarded as natural in view of the 
prominence of Captain Cowles and Ms 
connections.

MORRILL SPOKE 
ABOUT NEGRO 


Pennsylvania Senator Took 
Georgian’s Remarks 
as Text. 


Washington, April 4.—In the house to- 
day an attempt to secure consideration, 
under suspension of the rules, of the bill 
appropriating $475,000 for the Lewis ard 
Clark centennial exposition, to be held 
in Portland, Oreg., in 1905, failed after 
the house had divided several times, and 
the roll had been called twice. 

The military academy  appropriaiion 
bill was taken up and after Mr. Parker, 
in charge of the bill, had explained its 
featires briefly. 

Mr. Goldfogle, of New York, spoke tn 
behalf of the Jews o fthe United States. 
for whom he asked equal treatment and 
protection while traveling in Russia. 
Mr. Livernash, of California, made an 
attack on President Roosevelt. 

Using as his text the remarks of Mr. 
Hardwick, of Georgia, on the negro ques- 
tion in the south, delivered in Januarv 
last, Mr. Morrell, of Pennsylvania, said 
that the ambitious or aspiring negro was 
treaged as an outcast in this country to 
a greater extent than the Jew was 
treated by the degraded peasantry in 
Russia. Everywhere, he said, the negro 
was beginning to be treated as necessar- 
fly an inferior and was discriminated 
against in the different walks of life. It 
was not alone in the southern states that 
the negro was unfgirly treated In the 
enforcement of the law. In the north, 
he said, courts and juries often were his 


enemies, ‘‘always ready to exaggerate his 


fualts and ignore his virtues.”" The cor- 
ner-stone upon which the democratic in- 
stitutions of thie country were founded, 
the hope of all Americans, whether na- 
tive born or naturalized, white or black, 
was best exemplified, he declared, in the 
“door of hope’’ policy, as expressed by 
President Roosevelt. He denied that th> 
state of Pennsylvania imposed restric- 
tions on the negro, as charged by Mr. 
Hardwick. The bill then was laid aside. 
At 5:25 o'clock the house adjourned.

TO WAKE RACE 


Republicans Want Bishop’ To 
Oppose Colonel Livingston, 


State Ticket Is Discussed, Hanson 
Proposed for Governor, and Other 
Prominent Georgians Are 
Mentioned as Possibili- 
ties on the Ticket. 


It seems likely that Bishop H. M, Tur- 
ner, the well known cvlored minister, 
will be put in the field for congress by 
the republicans in opposition to Colonel 
Lon Livingston. The matter has not 
been definitely settled, but the ‘indica- 
tions are that Bishop Turner will be 
asked *o make the race. 

Georgia republicans are stil] prosecuting 
efforts to place a state ticket in the field 
to oppose the democratic state ticket 
at the general election in October, and 
according to information received yes- 
terday, there is a strong probability that 
Major J. F. Hanson, of Macon, president 
of the Central of Georgia Railway Com- 
pany, will be asked to head the ticket 
for governor. 

Although no definite ticket has yet 
been formulated, republican leaders are 
considering and discussing various prob- 
able candidates and a fiumber of promi- 
nent men are being mentioned. Among 
those mentioned, in addition to Major 
Haneon, and who may be asked to go 
on the pronosed ticket, are Colonel) R. J. 
Lowry, of Atlanta, the wellknown bank- 
er; Harry Stillwell Edwards, postmaster 
of Macon; Colonel J. M. Wilkinson, of 
Valdosta, president of the Valdosta and 
Southern Railroad Company, and Colonel 
Charles Adamson and W. H. Swayne, of 
Cedartown. 

The republicans took definite action at 
the recent state convention toward plac- 
ing a state ticket in the field by appoint- 
ing a committee to look after this mat- 
ter. This committee was out at the time 
the convention adjourned and hence no 
Teport wae made. Leaders of the party 
appeam to be determined in the matter 
of a state ticket and efforts are being 
made to induce some of the. strongest 
members of the party in Georgia to be- 
come candidates. It is probable that 
some definite announcement in regard to 
the formation of the ticket will be made 
within a short time. 

_ Thé organization ig also still at work 
éndeavoring to get out a candidate for 
congress to oppose Colonel Lon Loving- 
eton, the place having recently been ten- 
dered to C. P. Goree, the well known 
Atlanta lawyer, and by him declined. It 
was learned yesterday that it is very 
likely Bishop H. M. Turner, the well 
known colored divine of this city, will 
be asked to make the race. 

The discussion of Bishop Turner’s name 
in cormection with the congressional race 
has added considerable interest to the 
local political situation and will no doubt 
attract much attention over the whole of 


the state. Friends of the bishop believs 
that there is a strong probability that 
be would accede to the wishes of his 
party in this matter, and it may be that 
he will go before the people of the fifth 
district as an aspirant for congressional 
honors. 

The republicans desire to get 
ticket in the fiela and begin an active 
campaign as early as possible. Further 
developments in this direction will be 
watched with great interest by both 
democrats and republicans, ;

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THE BATTLE €HIP VIRGINIA, WHICH WILL BE LAUNCHED AT NEWPORT NEWS TODAY. 


'BATTLE SHIP VIRGINIA WILL GLIDE 
FROM WAYS AND RIDE WAVES TODAY 
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PWPORT NDWS, VA., April 4.— 
N (Specia].)\—Tomorrow at ! p. m, the 
battleship Virginia will be launched, 

The Virginia is the most recently de- 
signed battle ship of the United States 
navy and embodies the highest ingenuity 
and Matura experience of naval experts. 
Congress, in March. 1899, appropriated 
money for three cot line battle ships 
carrying the heaviest armor and most 
powerful armament for vessels of their 
class, and increased this number by twa 
of like character in June, 1900. These 
five vessels are intended to whip any- 
thing hitherto proposed at home or 
abroad, and naval officers familiar with 
their characteristics believe that the con- 
struction bureau of the navy department 
and the contractors have fully met the 
evident purpose of congress in this re- 
gard. 

Of the five vessels appropriated for 
three were required to be sheathed and 
coppered, and two were without sheath- 
ing. Immediately after awarding the 
contracts, however, the navy department 
took thig question under consideration 
and decided to omit all] outside sheathing 
and coppering, so that each vessel of the 
class is now a counterpart of the other, 
except for minor modifications incident 
to construction. 

The general dimensions and chief char- 
acteristics of these vessels are: 

Length on load water ling, 435 feet. 

Breadth (extreme) at load water line, 
76 feet 2 1-2 inches. 

Trial displacement, about 14,948 toys. 

Mean draught at trial displacement, 
about 23 feet 9 inches. 

Greatest draught, full load, about 26 
feat. 
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In the 15,000 tong represented in each 
of these vessels, the many antagonistic 
qualities essential to a perfect fighting 
machine have been compromised and in- 
corporated in the proportion which ex- 
perience seems to have pointed out as 
the most desirable and efficient. To be- 
gin with, these battle ships will have 
a speed of at least 19 knots, which com- 
pares most favorably with any battle 
ghips under construction abroad, as well 
ag with any in the projected stage. 

The Virginia will be propelled at this 
high speed by twin screws driven by 
two four-cylinder triple expansion en- 
gines of about 19,000 indicated horse- 
power, having a stroke of 4 feet, run- 
ning, under conditions of maximum 
speed, at abowt 120 revolutions a min- 
ute. The steam necessary to this power 
will be supplktkd at a pressure Of 250 
pounds a equre inch, by twenty-four 
Niclausse water twbe boilers, placed four 
in each of six independent water-tight 
compartments. 

Armament and Armor. 

The Virginia will carry four 1!2-inch 
guns, .40 calibers in length, mounted 
by pairs in balanced-turrets, one turret 
being forward ofthe superstructure and 
the other aft, and each having a total 
arc of train of 270 degrees. Of the 
eight 8-inch guns, .45 calibers in length, 
which wil] be carted on this vessel, four 
will be mounted by pairs in turrets, 
superposed on the!2-inch turrets above 
mentioned, and fur in two broadside 
turrets slightly frward of amidships, 
the amidship turres having a total are 
of train of 180 degrees. In the Virginia 
there will be a brodside battery on the 
gun deck of twele 6-inch rapid fire 


guns, .50 calibers in length, mounted 


six on each side, each with a total arc 
of train of 12! degrees. The secondary 
battery will consist of twelve 3-inch .50 
calfber rapid-fire guns, twelve 3-pound- 
er semi-automatic, eight !-pounder heavy 
automatic, two .30 caliber machine guns 
and six .30 caliber Colt automatic guns, 
all mounted in commanding positions 
and having large arcs Of fire. The Vir- 
ginia will also be fitted with submerged 
torpedo tubes. 

The magazines will be specially fitted 
to enable her to carry, with absolute 
safety in all climates, the new smoke- 
less powder. Provision wil] be made in 
the magazines for the storage of, at 
least, sixty rounds for each of the i2- 
inch guns, 125 rounds for each of the 
8-inch guns, 200 rounds for each of the 
6-inch guns, 300 rounds for each of the 
38-inch guns, and a plentiful supply of 
ammunition for the smaller guns. _

FOR KIDMAN

Leroy C. Harden, the man who wae 
brought from Florida Sunday night by 
Detective D, A. Callahan, ts still heid 
at police barracks. The case hag as- 
sumed a most interesting phase. The 
detective has been arrested on a war- 
rant charging him with kidnaping his 
prisoner, and the case was called in 
Justice Ormond’s court yesterday morn- 
ing and continued until this morning at 
1! o’clock. 

Harden, who was first represented by 
Attorney Harvey Hill, now has Attorney. 
Shepard Bryan retained as associate 
counsel to fight the case. 

Detective. Callahan has retained At- 
torney H. A, Etheridge to look after his 
side of the legal fight. 

A point that is being made in the case 
is that although Harden may be all that 
Callahan claims he is, yet the detective 
defied the officers of the law “in Florida 
when he refused to let the Florida 
sheriff serve papers on Harden, and 
spirited‘ the prisoner away by locking 
him up in a mail car. It was this claim 
that caused the warrant to issue charg- 
ing the detective with kidnaping. 
Harden’s attorneys have sworn out a 
writ of habeas corpus for Harden, which 
has been served upon Chief Ball, and 
the case has been set for a hearing this 
afternoon at 3 o'clock.
